THE JEWELRY INDUSTRY OF NEW YORK 
WasHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—Census ri 
turns covering New York show that among 
the principal industries of the State is num 
bered that of manufacturing jewelry li 
this one industry the number of establish 

ments has increased from 195 in 1890 
250 in 1900; the capital invested has in 
creased from $3,461,294 to $5,828,008: th 
average number of wage earners from 1,994 
to 3,022, and the total wages paid from $1 
380,241 to $2,001,816 rhe total miscellans 
ous expense in 1890 was placed at $246,216 
and in 1900 at $474,446; while the cost of 
material used has increased from $3,480,132 
to $5,427,002. The total value of production 
for the year 1890 is given as $7,385,139, and 
in 1900 it had reached $10,244,624. This is 
one of the particular industries in which the 
ratio of increase has been in advance of th« 
population, the increase being 38.7 per 
cent 

Of the $5,828,008 capital invested, $10,000 
is in land, $37,200 in buildings, $703,221 in 
machinery and tools and the balance in cash 
and sundries 

Interested in the management of these 
250 firms are 361 persons and in addition 
to this there are on the payrolls of thes« 
establishments 301 salaried employes to 
whom are paid $304,294; the average num 
ber of wage earners employed is 3,022, and 
the wages paid $2,001,816. Of this number: 
2,433 men are paid $1,823,277, 457 women 
receive $157,249, and 132 children are paid 
$21,290. The total miscellaneous expens: 
was placed at $474,446, of which $145,844 
was for rent of works, $3,113 for taxes, 
$240,756 for rent of offices, and $84,733 for 
contract work. The total cost of materia! 
used was $5,427,002, of which $41,326 was 
for fuel and rent of power and heat. 

In addition to the jewelry industry direct there 
are many kindred lines throughout the State, not 
the least of which are the 37 establishments for 
lapidary work under the firm management of 49 
persons, and having an invested capital of $2, 
975,775. On the payrolls of these establishments 
ire 31 salaried employes, who are paid $45,761, 
and employment given to 398 wage-earners, who 
receive as compensation the total of $450,634. Of 
this number 376 are men, 14 women, and eight 
children. The total miscellaneous expense is 
$66,886; the cost of material, $4,514,539, and total! 
value of the output, $5,500,861. 

There are 82 establishments for manufacturing 
optical goods, with an aggregate capital of $2, 
392,243, and a firm membership of 107. Of this 
capital $90,700 is in land, $249,867 in build 
ings, $561,631 in machinery and tools, and the 
remainder in cash and sundries. The number of 
salaried employes on the payrolls is placed at 
255, to whom is paid $188,900. The average 
number of wage-earners is placed at 1,494, and 
their wages are $703,868; of that number 1,105 
are men, 845 women, and 44 children. The total 
miscellaneous expense is placed at $75,017, the 
total cost of material used at $1,064,046, and the 
total value of the output at $2,653,020 

There are 23 establishments engaged in silver 
smithing, their combined capital being placed at 
$467,275; they give employment to 478 wage 
earners, who receive $298,651, and the total out 
put is valued at $1,028,988 

There are 20 establishments engaged in the 
manufacturing of silver ware, whose aggregate 
capital is placed at $2,586,267. In them are 18 
firm members, and 190 salaried employes, who 
receive $204,650. Employment is given to 1,167 
wage earners, who are paid $676,413. Of this

To Forbid Melting duced in Con- 
of Coin. gress, May 5, by 
Representative Sha- 


froth, of Colorado, will, if passed, not only 
affect but cause trouble to manufacturing 
and retail jewelers in all parts of the 
United States who now use gold coin in 
their work. This biil, which is entitled, “An 
\ct to Protect the Coins of the United 
States from Destruction,” reads: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 


gress assembled, That it shall be unlawful for any 
person to wilfully melt, mutilate, clip, or destroy 
any coin minted under authority of the United 
States. 


Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction be fined not more than $100 or 
imprisoned not more than 90 days, or both: Pro- 
vided, however, That this Act shall not apply to 
the recoinage of coins by the United States. 

It is claimed by the sponsor of the bill 
that jewelers take a quantity of gold coin 
out of circulation and from the channels of 
trade and that this should not be permitted, 
as it causes contraction in the currency. 

It is hard to see wherein this hill can do 
anything else than annoy jewelers, for it 
is not intended to prevent fraud upon the 
public but to keep coins in circulation. This 
should not be, and is not, a function of a 
law-making body, as criminal laws are, fun- 
damentally, solely to protect the citizen 
from crime and fraud. Mr. Shafroth’s 
statement that the melting of coin contracts 
the currency is not borne out by the figures 
given in the last report of the Director of 
the Mint, who, on page 44 of this report, 
shows that of $20,148,142 in gold that was 
supposed to have gone into the industrial

| gap vereotr vi to a 
Legal Status of dispatch from 
Trading Stamps. Albany, the Appellate 
Division of the Su- 
preme Court, in the Third Department, has 
declared unconstitutional the law passed by 
the New York Legislature, making it a 
misdemeanor to deal in or issue trading 
stamps. From the information received up 
to the time of going to press it appears that 
the Court rules that the Legislature has no 
power to prohibit the giving of prizes in 
the manner pursued by the trading stamps 
companies and declares there is no element 
of chance in the transaction 
It is to be regretted that this law, which 
has met with so much favor in the jewelry 
trade, should be found so null 
and void, and it is to be hoped that the 
case will be taken to the Court of Appeals, 
in order that the questions may be passed 
upon by the highest tribunal of the State 
It is reported that the merchants of Utica 
are to agitate at the next the 
Legislature for the passing of a bill similar 
to the Trading Stamp law of New Jersey, 
but imasmuch as the Legislature does not 
meet until January, there is no reason for 
immediate hurry in taking up this ques- 
tion.

Thieves Hold Up and Fire Upon a 
Chicago Jeweler in His Store. 
Cuicaco, Ill., May 11—A daring hold 
up is reported by the police to have been 
perpetrated on Adelbert Kaempfer, a jew 
eler at 146 W. Madison St Yesterday, 
while Mr. Kaempfer’s store was empty, two 
roughly dressed men entered, whom the 
jeweler immediately suspected of evil in- 
tent. As he walked to them they pulled re 
volvers and ordered him to throw up his 
hands, and, after a few seconds’ hesitation, 
Mr. Kaempfer, seeing that they were thor- 
oughly in earnest, did so. An instant later, 
however, the jeweler diyed under the coun- 
ter after his own revolver and both men 

fired at him. 

Mr. Kaempfer then opened fire and com- 
pelled the highwaymen to retreat toward 
the door. By this time all revolvers were 
emptied and the jeweler, seizing a cane, pro- 
ceeded to pound the men over the head and 
face, causing one of them to drop his re- 
volver. This he threw after them as soon 
as he got the men into the street, locked 
the door and fell fainting to the floor from 
loss of blood caused by a wound from one 
of the robbers’ bullets. 

As the men ran away they were pursued 
by two white men and a colored boy from a 
barber shop next door to the jeweler, and, 
loading the revolvers as they ran, the rob 
bers fired back over their shoulders at their 
pursuers. None of the robbers’ shots took 
effect except one, which struck the colored 
be Vv in the knee 

he robbers dashed into a saloon and 
barred the doors, but the two men who had 
originally given chase, with about 50 other 
citizens who had joined in it, gathered about 
the door, but could not gain admittance 
Che police were telephoned, but when they 
arrived with the patrol wagon and forced 
an entrance it was discovered that the rob- 
bers had escaped through the bac«x door 

A few minutes later the police arrested 
“Kid” Murray and a companion named 
Wesset, at W. Madison and Green Sts 
Murray was bleeding from a slight scalp 
wound and his companion was suffering 
from a bullet wound in the fleshy part of 
the shoulder [hese men are believed to 
be the robbers and were locked up on that 
charge. Mr. Kaempfer was found to be 
shot through the right breast and was re 
moved to a hospital, where it was said he 
Wesset was removed to the 
County hospital and Murray sent to jail.

I am compelled to burn petroleum for lighting 
my store and have had two explosions; can you 
give me a means to prevent this or to examine the 
petroleum as to its explosiveness? R. M. V. 
\NSWER :—You can prevent explosion by 
cleanliness of the lamps and by using oil 
which has been prepared for the use in 
lamps. The following simple method can 
be resorted to for the examination of the 
oil as to its explosiveness: Fill a saucer 
with oil which you want to examine, then

When the latter is purified—that is, when 
the easily inflammable matter has been re 
moved—the match will extinguish as soon 
as it drops into the oil. If, however, the 
petroleum contains easily evaporating oils, 
which increase the danger of explosion, it 
will burn as soon as the match drops in it. 
he flame can be readily extinguished by 
covering the saucer with a larger porcelain 
plate. Petroleum of good quality can be 
heated to 80° F. without discharging any 
explosive vapors.

\NSWER:—By referring to the original 
innouncement you will see that this contest 
has been open to any one who was a sub- 
scriber to THE CrrcULAR-WEEKLY from the 
beginning.

In regard to the chances the optician has 
with mathematicians, we would say that 
optics is applied mathematics, and few 
mathematicians will be able to solve these 
problems unless they have studied the 
mathematics of optometry.

university man coming in and taking any 
of the prizes, for some of the problems that 
are simple to the opticians, he could not 
answer without thorough study.

Optical Artillery. 


By L. G. Amspen, in The Canadian Optician. 


NSTRUMENTS are to the refracting 

optician what artillery is to an army. 

It is possible that with a sufficiently pre 
ponderating force capably handled that 
most campaigns can be brought to a suc 
cessful issue even without artillery, but the 
cost in material is great 

So in optometry, the various conditions 
of error met with will usually be located 
and corrected by the expert refractionist 
even without artillery, but at the cost oi 
valuable time of his and patience of his 
customers. The chances of failure or even 
error are also very much multiplied by 
staking all on the direct attack made by 
subjective test without first searching out 
the strong positions by the aid of instru- 
ments of some kind 

There is also another very important 
function enjoyed by artillery, which holds 
good, when applied to the science of optics. 
Historians tell us of many battles won and 
campaigns successfully concluded by the 
impression of weight and power effected by 
a mere display of artillery 

There are among the conglomeration of 
humanity who consult an optician many 
who are inclined to flirt with him—pro 
fessionally, of course—like light guerillas, 
who hover on the flanks of a fully equipped 
army corps afraid to attack, yet on the 
watch for a weak spot. This kind of cam 
paigner dreads the grape and shrapnel more 
than any other of war’s equipment, and 
are usually kept at a distance by a display 
ot the artillery 

So it is with these nomadic ametropes 
who wander into all the optical concerns in 
the locality, “Just to see if anything is 
wrong” with their eyes. They have become 
familiar with the test case and Snellen type 
and can answer astigmatic questions in 
their sleep, and take*more genuine delight 
in giving answers that will refute your op- 
tical philosophy than they would in pos 
sible improvement by glasses. 

It is no use skirmishing with questions 
with these people, they are on their own 
ground and can dodge the most searching 
question you can send out. It is useless 
charging with the cavalry of your wrath, 
as they merely climb the tree of injured

Saint Nizier’s Clock. 


From the French of M. E. Hennvet in the Revue 
Chronométrique. 


HE clock of the Church of St. Nizier 
is one of the most interesting in the 
city of Lyons. The time is com- 
municated to two dials, one of 3.50 
meters in diameter attached to the 
exterior facade, fronting the Place 
St. Nizier. Connecting rods, 22 me- 
ters in length, passing around the 
different parts of the edifice, move 
the hands of another dial, two me- 
ters in diameter, which is placed 
below the arch of the great nave of 
the church, 20 meters high. 

[his remarkable timepiece dates 
from 1684, the flourishing period of 
the guilds. It bears no maker’s 
name, but it must have been con- 
structed by the Mayets, the only 
lockmakers of that period at Mor- 
bier. They introduced clockmak- 
ing in that region. On its differ- 
ent pieces and on its frame are 
various inscriptions in Latin and 
the following in French: “This 
clock was made at Morbier; it was 
designed by the members of the 
Brotherhood of the Very Holy 
Sacrament for the Church of St. 
Nizier, at Lyons, in the year 1684.” 
And the following: “Repaired by 
Dussuc in the year 1826.” 

In the archives of the city are 
documents relating to the clock, 
containing information as to its 
maintenance and _ repairs, executed at 
different times. In 1768, P. Charmy con- 
verted the escapement into a two-pin es- 
capement. On the 23d Nivose of the year 
10 (Republican Calendar) Charmy’s widow 
collected a bill of 200 francs for the wind- 
ing of the clock for the year ending the 
first Vendemaire. In 1826 Dussuc repaired 
the ‘scape wheel and did other work, for 
which he received 250 francs and 130 francs 
for repairing the dial of the nave. 

For many years this ancient masterpiece 
remained idle under a thick coating of rust 
and dirt, reposing as at the end of its pow- 
ers, worn out by the uninterrupted course 
of more than two centuries and in such 
lamentable condition that no one thought 
that it could be of any further value. Its 
replacement by another was proposed, but as 
I convinced myself that the destruction of 
this fine mechanism, capable still of record- 
ing the time for many years, would be an 
act of vandalism, I obtained from the au- 
thorities an order for its restoration, which 
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I executed in 1891. More recently | have 
repaired the mechanical transmission of the 
horizontal dial of the grand nave, which had 
been injured by a sinking of the roof. 

The St. Nizier clock is composed of 


three trains, mounted in an iron frame 1.35 
meters in height by 1.70 meters in breadth

and .90 meter in depth. The revolving 
cylinders for the cords have the following 
diameters: .127 meter for the movement,

.203 meter for the hours, .187 meter for 
the quarters and in each train the first wheel 











is .60 meter in diameter. The escapement 
remains the two pin variety; the pendulum 
is 1.90 meters in length and the bob weighs 
41 kilograms. The train is placed directly 
behind the dial, situated on the outside of 
the clock tower on the left of the church 
The force necessary for the movement of 
the horizontal hand of the interior 
dial is obtained from the central 
train. It is conveyed to the proper 
point by a connection of four 
strong iron rods having at their 
extremities pinions gearing to- 
gether according to the accompany- 
ing diagram. The first pinion of 
the first rod is connected with the 
motive train and the last pinion of 
the system actuates a large fourth 
wheel, on the arbor of which is fix- 
ed the only hand of the dial. The 
rod, which runs parallel to the 
summit of the arch, is about 10 me- 
ters in length and is kept in posi- 
tion by roller supports, which pre- 
vent it from bending. 

The whole of the mechanism is 
well conceived and in all its details, 
which I have scrupulously respect- 
ed, exhibits good taste united with 
remarkable skill in execution. 


Expansion of Nickel-Stee! Alloy. 


ICKEL-STEEL alloy of 36 per 
cent. nickel has the least co- 
efficient of expansion of any known 
metal, being only */:s that of 
iron, or about 0.0000005 for 1 
deg. F. This remarkable freedom from 
variation of length under a variation of 
temperature has caused the quite general 
adoption of nickel-steel of about the stated 
percentage of alloy for the pendulum rods 
of high-grade clocks. With the nickel-steel 
rods no means of compensation for varia- 
tion of temperature is necessary, the slight 
changes in the brass bob compensating 
for the changes in the length of the rod. 
Nickel-steel also has the valuable property 
of resisting oxidization or rust to a re- 
markable degree. It may be exposed for 
weeks to conditions which would quickly 
coat ordinary iron or steel with a thick 
coating of rust, without showing more than 
minute specks of rust. If nickel should 
ever be discovered in quantities sufficient 
to greatly cheapen its present cost, it would 
have an important influence on future steel 
construction, as nickel-steel would be gen- 
erally used because of its toughness, su- 
perior strength and freedom from rust, the 
great disintegrator—Machinery. 
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INTERCHANGEABLE WATCH MOVEMENT AND PENDANT. 


_— ZELLY, of Eaton, O., is the in 
ventor of this new device (U. S. Let- 
ters Patent, No. 695,852, granted to him 
March 18, 1902.) Mr, Zelly calls attention 
to the fact that, about two years ago, there 
were discussions in THe JEWELERS’ Crrcu- 
LAR-WEEKLY concerning the wearing of 
gold filled cases. “It was alleged that such 
cases did not to certain 
classes of people, such as mechanics, farm-

ers, etc., and, in fact, for this reason, we 
cannot sell too many gold filled cases.” He 
says he speaks from experience. 

He has shown his patent to a great many 
people, and all, including jewelers, think 
this is just the case for mechanics, farmers, 
etc., for the owner of such a case can op 
erate the interchangeable parts himself, and 
by changing his movement from a gold 
filled hunting case—which, it is well known, 
is not dust proof—into a cheap silveroid 
case, open face and screw bezel, he has the 
advantage of a gold filled hunting case for 
better wear, and a common dust proof 
case for rough common wear, ata moderate 
expense. The following is a description of 
the patent: 

“Referring to the numerals of reference 
employed to designate corresponding parts 
throughout the views, 1 indicates that part 
of a watch case known in the art as a case- 
center, which is that annular band within 
which the movement is located. The case- 
center 1 is closed at its rear side by the 
back cap 2, which may or may not be 
made integral therewith, as the special 
form of the watch case is not essential to 
the application of my invention. At the 
front side of the case-center is formed, as 
usual, an inwardly-extending annular 
flange 3, and the front cap 4 is hinged in 
the manner of the ordinary hunting case 
watch construction to close the front of 
the case. At a point diametrically oppo- 
site the hinge connection the cap 4 is pro- 
vided with an inwardly-extending lip 5, de- 
signed to be engaged by the case-catch to 
be hereinafter described. It is usuai in the 
art to provide a case of the character de- 
scribed with a watch movement mounted 
within what is known as a “movement- 
ring” or “annulus,” the ring and move- 
ment being removable from the case. In 
carrying out my invention, however, I pro- 
vide a movement-ring which is not only re- 
movable from the case, but which is addi 
tionally provided with a removable pendant 
designed to perform all of its ordinary 
functions, while being capable of complete 
detachment for the purpose of substituting 
another pendant, whereby, as premised, the 
movement may be employed in connection 
with various cases and pendants. By ref- 
erence to the drawings it will be seen that 
the movement-ring 6 is provided with in- 
wardly-extending annular flanges 7 and 8, 
between which the movement proper is 
supported and upon which the dust-cap and 
the bezel are supported, the manner of 
connecting the dust-cap and bezel to the 
movement-ring being non-essential, but the 
latter being arranged, as usual, to retain 
the crystal, which protects the dial and 
hands. 

“IT have stated that the pendant is de 











tachably secured to the movement-ring. 
Many expedients for effecting this connec- 
tion may be employed, inasmuch as this 
structural peculiarity appears to be broadly 
novel; but an effective and perhaps prefer- 
able way of securing the pendant to the 
movement-ring comprehends the provis- 
ion of a radial boss 12, preferably made in- 
tegral with the ring and extended beyond 
the periphery thereof. The radial boss 12 
is of tubular form to provide an axial pas- 
sage 13, and it is externally screw-threaded, 
as indicated at 14. At a point opposite the 
boss the movement-ring is provided with 
a stud 15, designed to extend under the 
flange 3 of the case-center for the purpose 
of co-operating with the pendant and 
movement catch, to be described, in hold- 
ing the movement-ring securely within the 
case-center, said pendant, as well as the 
stud and catch, having interlocking en- 
gagement with the case in a manner which 
will be made apparent. The pendant, which 
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is indicated by the numeral 16, is hollow 
and is provided with an externally-angular 
collar 17, preferably formed as an integral 
part thereof and internally threaded, as in- 
dicated at 18, for the purpose of permitting 
the pendant to be screwed upon the boss 
12 of the movement-ring. 

“Fig. 19 indicates the usual winding stem 
or arbor passed axially through the pend- 
ant and having its upper or outer end pro- 
vided with a crown 20 and its inner end 
reduced to form the squared end 21 and a 
shoulder 22 at the upper end of the latter. 
Respecting all ordinary functions the oper- 
ation of the winding stem or arbor is ordi- 
nary, and while I have not deemed it neces- 
sary to illustrate the movement proper or 
timepiece it will be evident to those skilled 
in the art that normally the inner squared 
end 21 will be in operative relation with 
the winding mechanism and that slight 
longitudinal withdrawal of the stem will 
disengage it from the winding mechanism 
and effect its co-operative engagement with 
the setting mechanism in the manner of the 
ordinary stem winding and setting watch. 

“It will now be obvious that as the move- 
ment-ring is designed to be encircled by 
the case-center some provision must be 
made for the accommodation of the pen- 
dant, which is designed to be attached to 
the movement-ring before the latter is in- 
serted in the case. I therefore provide the 
case-center 1 with an angular recess 23 
(see Fig. 2) for the reception of the collar 
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17 of the pendant, so that after the stud 
| 15 has been passed under the flange 3 the 
pendant may be passed into the recess 23 
to permit the movement-ring to lie snugly 
within the case. The usual pendant-ring 
24 is attached to the pendant 16, as shown 

“In the present embodiment of my in 
vention I have illustrated a hunting-case, in 
which variety of watch cases a fly-spring 
25 is mounted within the case-center and 
operates to urge the front cap 4 to its open 
position upon its release by the case-catch 
This case-catch is designated by the nu 
meral 26 and is carried by a catch-spring 
27, arranged within the movement-ring, be- 
tween the flanges thereof, and fastened at 
one end in any suitable manner—as, for 
instance, by the screw or pin 28. The case 
catch is laterally offset from the catch 
spring and extends through the front flang¢ 
of the movement-ring, so that its position 
| will be similar to that occupied in ordi 
| nary construction for engagement with the 
| lip 5 of the front cap of the case. The fre 
| extremity of the catch-spring 27 is pro 


| vided with an aperture 29, coincident with 
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a similar aperture 30, formed in the over- 
lapping end of a movement-catch spring 
31, fixed at its opposite end within the 
movement-ring and provided with a move- 
ment-catch 32, extended through the rim 
of the movement-ring and designed to en- 
gage a recess or slot 33 in a block 34, con- 
fined within the case-center. The squared 
end 21 of the winding-stem or arbor is 
passed through the coincident apertures 29 
and 30 in the catch-spring and movement- 
catch spring, whereby the inward move- 
ment of the arbor will effect the presenta- 
tion of the shoulder 22 to the catch-springs 
for the purpose of flexing them sufficiently 
to disengage the case-catch from the front 
| cap of the case and the movement-catch 
| from the case-center. It is obvious, how- 
| 


ever, that it would be undesirable to re- 
the movement-catch each time the 
front cap is released for the purpose of 
exposing the dial. I therefore proportion 
the case and movement catches in a man- 
| ner to give the movement-catch a greater 
| range of movement than that of the case 
catch before effecting the release of the en- 
gaged member. By this means it is evident 
that a comparatively slight inward move- 
ment of the stem will cause the disengage- 
ment of the case-catch from the front cap; 
but such movement will not be sufficient 
to withdraw the movement-catch from en- 
gagement with the case-center. If the re- 
lease of the cap only is desired, no further 
movement of the stem is necessary; but if

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it is desired to remove the movement en- 
tirely from the case the stem is given a fur- 
ther movement, which effects the disen- 
gagement of the movement-catch from the 
block 34 to permit the entire withdrawal of 
the movement-ring and movement from 
the case. In other words, the case and 
movement catches are mounted for succes- 
sive release by the inward movement of 
the winding-stem, the first period of move- 
ment effecting the release of the case-catch 
and a subsequent period of movement ef- 
fecting the release of the movement-catch. 

“It will be evident from the foregoing 
that if it is desired to substitute another 
case and pendant for that employed in con 
nection with the movement it is simply 
necessary to manipulate the winding-stem 
in the manner just explained to release the 
movement. The movement-ring, with its 
attached pendant, is then lifted from the 
case and the pendant is unscrewed from 
the boss 12 and, with its winding-stem, is 
entirely removed from the movement-ring. 
An interchangeable pendant matching the 
substitute case is then screwed upon the 
boss, and the movement-ring, equipped 
with the interchangeable substitute pend- 
ant, is placed in the substitute watch-case 
and is securely retained by the engage- 
ment of the stud 15 and the movement- 
catch 32 with the case-center. 

“In one aspect the construction thus far 
described constitutes a complete enbodi- 
ment of my invention, since it comprehends 
a watch-movement interchangeably related 
to a plurality of watch cases and pendants, 
by reason of the fact that provision is made 
for its complete detachment from said cases 
and pendants and for its attachment to 
other cases and pendants without necessity 
for the employment of skilled assistance 
and without recourse to separate attaching 
devices—as, for instance, screws, rivets, 
etc. I prefer, however, to carry my inven- 
tion still further by utilizing the relative 
movement of the pendant with respect to 
the movement-ring to effect such longi- 
tudinal movement of the winding-stem as 
is necessary to connect the latter with the 
winding or setting mechanism of the 
watch. Ordinarily the stem is shifted in 
the ordinary manner by pulling or pushing 
upon the crown, as usual; but if, as is fre- 
quently the case, the stem should stick or 
work hard the movement-ring may be re- 
moved from the case and the pendant 
manipulated to shift the stem. This result 
is attained by simply turning the pendant 
to the right or left, as the case may be, for 
the purpose of causing it to approach or 
recede from the movement-ring under the 
control of the threaded connection between 
the pendant and boss. This movement of 
the pendant will move the winding-stem 
longitudinally when it is desired to wind 
or set the watch and obviates the neces- 
sity for pulling upon the crown in the 
ordinary manner, although it is evident 
that the stem may be shifted by means of 
either the crown or pendant, as desired. 
The turning of the pendant while the move- 
ment is in the case is prevented by reason 
of the engagement of the square, polygonal, 
or otherwise angularly-formed collar 17 
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manner a snap or screw bezel will greatly 
aid in the retention of the pendant when 
an open-face case is employed. As an ad- 
ditional means for opposing resistance to 
the initial turning of the pendant after the 
latter has been screwed up, I provide what 
may be termed a “pendant-catch” 35, yield- 
ingly urged into engagement with a notch 36 


| in the inner end of the pendant. The pendant 





with the recess in the pendant-ring, and | 
the front cap of the case also assists in 
the secure retention of the parts. 


In like 


catch may be entirely independent of the 
case-and movement catches, but I prefer to 
form it integral with the movement-catch 
32 in order that the movement-catch spring 
31 may be made to serve as a spring or 
yielding support for both the movement 
and pendant catches. The pendant-catch 
has still another important function besides 
presenting a yielding resistance to the un- 
screwing of the pendant, which additional 
function is the prevention of the overscrew- 
ing of the pendant when it is screwed to 
place. The notch 36, co-operating with the 
pendant-catch, is therefore formed with an 
inclined wall or face 37 and an abrupt face 
or wall 38, disposed in the longitudinal 
plane of the pendant. When the pendant 
is screwed to place, the pendant-catch will 
be engaged by the straight face 38 to pre- 
vent overscrewing of the pendant and at 
the same time the initial movement of the 
pendant in a direction to unscrew it will 
be resisted by the engagement of the pend- 
ant-catch of the inclined face 37. The form 
of the notch 36 is preferable, perhaps, as 
shown in the drawings; but I wish to re- 
serve the right to vary it in accordance 
with contingencies of manufacture which 
may arise in the future. For instance, it 
may be expedient to give said notch some 
angular formation other than that shown, 
or the face 37 may be curved or the notch 
may be formed by a curved depression 
without materially affecting the functions 
for which it is designed. 

“Tt will appear that we now ‘have a 
watch-movement arranged to be used inter- 
changeably in a number of watch cases 
and provided with case and movement 
catches operated by the longitudinal move- 
ment of the windjng-stem and provided 
with a detachable pendant capable of rela- 
tive movement while connected with the 
movement-ring for the purpose of operat- 
ing the winding-stem to effect the engage- 
ment of the latter with the winding or 
setting mechanism of the watch, and it will 
further appear that said pendant when con- 
nected to a movement and inserted in a 
watch case will have interlocking engage- 
ment with the latter, preventing accidental 
movement of the pendant while the watch 
is closed and likewise preventing the acci- 
dental withdrawal of the movement from 
the case-center.”

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Recoil Click-work. 





HIS is a contrivance due to M. P 
Berner, director of the Horologix 
School of Chaux-de-Fonds. The click 
in the accompanying illustration carries 
pin C,, against which a spring presses, | 
prolongation of the bridge P of the cli: 
This bridge is fastened by means of 





screw } and of a pin P;, whose extremity 
penetrates into the barrel bridge, and 
which traverses the click, passing through 
the lengthened hole C:,- maintaining also 
the bridge spring P, while limiting the dis- 
placement of the click, which pivots around 
this pin. 

The function of this system of click 
work is easily comprehended. In the posi 
tion in Fig. 2 the click presses against the 
bottom of the cavity made in the barrel 
bridge. When the watch is rewound, the 
click actuated by the ratchet and by its 
spring, takes the position represented in 
Fig. 1. The lengthened hole C: always 
allows of a certain recoil, without produc- 
ing any disturbance of the. balance. The 
pin P, may, in case of need, be fixed in the 
barrel bridge, its upper extremity passing 
through the bridge spring P.—Translated

A New Preparation of Steel. 


A NEW method of making steel has been 

successfully tried at the Technical 
Institute of Charlottenburg, Germany. The 
invention has attracted considerable atten 
tion and may be of some interest in horo- 
logical manufacture. This process gives all 
irons a handsome double that of Harvey, 
Krupp or Boehler steel and the cost of pro- 
duction is reduced 50 per cent. Projectiles 
fired against a plate of steel, 7.75 mm. thick, 
made by this new process, only made a 
mark 1 mm. in depth, while a plate of 11.75 
mm. in thickness, of Krupp steel, was com- 
pletely pierced. It is said that the inventor, 
Mr. Giebler, has sent an agent to Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., to open negotiations with the 
United States Steel Corporation.

Exhibition of Colonial Silver. 


MOST comprehensive exhibition 
colonial silver was shown in Phil: 
delphia, recently, at the Academy of Fi: 
\rts, by the Pennsylvania Society of Col 
nial Dames. More than 1,000 pieces wer 
displayed, nearly all with a history mor 
or less well known 
Included in the display was a cream jug 
made by Paul Revere, of Revolutionary fame 
a porringer, owned by Wm. Penn; an ink 
stand, used by Franklin; three plates, onc: 
the property of John Winthrop, first Gov 
ernor of Massachusetts, and a sugar and 
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cream set used by General Anthony Wayn 
\ll were of silver. There were also show: 
two silver communion services, given by 
Queen Anne to the Episcopal Church 
Surlington, N. J., and the Oxford Episcopal 
Church of Fox Chase 

In opening the exhibition, Mrs. Francis 
B. Gummere, of Haverford, introduced Miss 
Bissell, of Wilmington, Del., better known 


under the nom-de-plume of “Priscilla 
Leonard.” Miss Bissell gave an elaborat« 
account of the pieces shown. Explaining 


why there was so much old china and s 
little old silver, she said: “One reason 
that silver is changeable in form and china 
is always china. While china has always 
been sacredly preserved from the earliest 
times there is practically no silver plat 
more than a few centuries old. Every war 
in England meant so much plate melted up 
for money, particularly family plate, so that 
the best and oldest examples extant ar 
those preserved in the churches. When it 
comes to plate of the 1&th century, 
nearly everybody stands some chance, as 
there were many good silversmiths in the 
old colonial times in Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia.” Miss Bissell then detailed 
the question of the hall-marks employed by 
the English and Continental silversmiths t 
indicate the date and fineness of their wares 
“There are many fine American pieces bear 
ing no marks,” she said, “except the indi 
vidual marks of the makers, so that it is dif 
ficult to determine their date.” A numbet 
of spoons were used by the lecturer to indi 
cate the changes in shape which took place 
examples of the Apostle and rat tail spoons 
being among those commented upon. Con 
cerning tankards Miss Bissell said “the 
plainer and straighter the sides the olde 
the piece.” 

Miss Bissell then took up the most fam- 
ous of the rare old pieces and told thei 


history lo describe even generally the 
pieces referred to would require much 
space Suffice it to say that the loan 


exhibition was viewed by thousands and 
nearly every silversmith in this city and 
many jewelers generally visited it. 

A silver ladle made by Christian Wilt 
berger, who had a shop at 33 S. 2d St., in 
1793, the three plates owned by Massachu 
setts’ first Governor and a pair of silver 
inlaid holster pistols, made by Bumford, of 
London, in 1780, attracted most attention.
